SYSTEM OF COVINA WATER COMPANY 


OFFERED TO THE CITY FOR $75,000 


Covina, Cal., July <>, 191 (i. • 
To the chairman of the Board of Trus­ 
tees, City of Covina, California: 
Dear Sir: 


Believing that the interests of' all 
parties concerned can best be conserv­ 
ed by the operation of one domestic 
water plant in Covina, I am instructed 
by the officers of the Covina City Wa­ 
ter Company to make the City of Covi­ 
na the following offer:

We will sell to the City of Covina 
the entire system of the Covina City 
Water Company, including pipe lines, 
mains and, laterals, two reservoirs, 270 
shares of the stock of the Covina Irri­ 
gating Company, 15 shares of stock of 
the Columbia Land & Water Company, 
10 shares of stock of the Citrus Belt 
Water Company, and all other water 
rights and existing contracts appurten­ 
ant to the system, for the sum of sev­ 
enty-five thousand dollars, which is less 
than 50 per cent of the appraised val­ 
uation of tho property. 


Realizing that the city must 
take 
immediate 
action, we are tendering 
you a price that must be considered 
flnal. 
This offer will remain in force 
until Tuesday, July 18, 191(5, midnight.

was tendered the dity 
trustecs at'an executive session of the 
board held on Thursday evening of last 
week. 


It was deemed of sufficient 
import­ 
ance to warrant tho authorization of 
Engineer Trask to at once submit an 
estimate of the cost of reinforcing tho 
plant with large mains, so as to make 
it a first-class system, adequate for the 
requirements of Covinn for years to 
•come. 


This is tho hiost important problem 
that any foonrd of trustees of this city 
has had to determine. 


Among the matters that these men 
will have to decide are: 


Whether the plant, with its water 
rights, which was valued three years 
ago by the Covina city engineer at 
$159,798, has a present physical vulua 
tion to this city of #75,000; whether it 
is worth anything to eliminate u com 
petitive system; what it is, worth to 
the city to acquire a water system, free 
from encumbrance, earning a revenuo 
of over $1300 a month, which will in 
stantly care for the operating expenses 
of the system, interest on bonds, and 
create a sinking fund to meet the prin 
cipal; whether it is to tho interests of 
the taxpayers to pnrallol all the lines 
of the Covina City Water* Company, 
and meet, by a direct tax, tho doflcit 
in the bond and water account, which 
is bound to accrue, until the private 
company is driven out of the field, 
which would bo a question of years. 


These are only a few of tho import- 
nut factors which must determine the 
board in its decision which will affect 
the present and futuro interests of the 
city.

Camp Stephen Little, . 
Nogales, Arizona. 
When the 12th United States regular 
infantry 
regiment 
refereed the tight 
between Carranza and Villa forces at 
Nogales last Thanksgiving time, inci­ 
dentally shooting 14Q Mexicans 
from 
both contingents, tho world outside of 
Arizona heard of Nogales for the first 
time. 


And Nogales needs just such events 
to bring it to the nttention of a busy 
world, for, if deprived of war's alarms, 
it is merely a jumble of shacks that 
look as if they had been gradually 
slipping down the sandstone slopes of 
the low hills until thoy huddle in the 
small bowl of the valley like tea dregs 
in a cup. 


Time was not so long ago when the 
sleepy Latins of this valley spent the 
afternoons in siesta in the dingy 
1 plaza, 
and the only disturbance of the d:iy 
was that of some Mexican fresh 
from 
the hills enraging his system with mes­ 
cal. 
--The Banco de Sonora leans toward 
the 
square, and faces the > business 
street 
that 
a few Americans 
have 
lengthened. A thousand Americans and 


Borne three or four thousand Mexicans 
made up the norma) population. The 
Catholic church and the custom house 
divided honors as the most-ambitious in 
architecture. Asleep in the hills that 
ring the impassive desert, Nognles in­ 
vited nothing but oblivion. 


Today, the swarthy residents apolo­ 
getically choose the gutters to walk in, 
while an endless stream of sauntering, 
bantering soldiers of Uncle Sam pack 
the sidewalks. The American groceries 
and drug stores are packed with sol­ 
diers, buying sweetmeats and souven­ 
irs. The American bank is announcing 
its soaring bank clearings with a sort 
of breathless pride, and down the valley 
tho brown Sibley tents of regiment af- 
ter 
regiment 
mark, the presence of 
12,000 men who wear the olive-drab of 
Uncle Sam. 


Where the boundary line bisects the 
little city, there is an open space where 
no 
one triads 
save 
the 
American 
guard, who warns back the joshing, 
jostling mass of soldiers. 
They must 
not step into Mexico, A hundred feet 
or so up the street,*a Carranza soldier 
lolls in a chair outside a saloon, his 
person hidden by many rounds of car­ 
tridges. His rifle leans against a pole, 
and he shows his white teeth in an 
appreciative 
smile 
every 
time 
an 
American' soldier shouts a pleasantry 
in box) Spanish. 


Up on the hill back of the Banco de 
Sonora are the intrenchments of Car- 
! ranza's Nogales army. A few seven- 
inch field guns point over the city, and 
l here and there a machine gun is half 
t hidden in the chapparral. Perhaps there 
[are two thousand or three thousand 


Carranzistas up there. .Reports differ. 
They arc splendid soldiers, hard as 
nails, thriving on incrediblo hardship, 
living on beans and tortillas, children 
in 
their 
status of 
intelligence, but 
trained savages in warfare. They have 
but to drop the bandoleer of cartridges 
and tho rifle, and thoy 
immediately 
look exactly like any peon that pounds 
the sand of the Southern Pacific right- 
of-way. -Only their overalls are more 
ragged, and they are, if anything, dirt­ 
ier. 


DKFENDING 
rilHE COUNTRY. 


If you should bo so devoid of tact as 
to ask the Americun soldier at Nogales 
if he is hes'e because of his patriotism, 
he would turn tho subject by an exhi­ 
bition of horso-play. But it shouldn't 
fool you. For, I firmly believe 
that 
these young men came here because 
they had boon stirred to the depths of 
their American hearts by the outrages 
that have become wretched history in 
unhappy Mexico. You hear this: 


"When 
do they start the rabbit- 
drive acrosB Mexicof" 


For that is what the boys believe it 
would 
bo—a 
rabbit-drive to Mexico 
City. Not that they underestimate the 
courage and fighting 
ability of tin 
Mexican, but that Uncle Ham's 100,000 


1 men in olive-drab and khaki 
would 
prove overwhelming. And this is un 
doubtedly true. It is not a matter as 
easy ns ^t is to say, but the rabbit 
drive would certainly materialize. 


But President Wilson is announcing 
with calm joy that the dangor of inter 
vention is past. It is not for me to say 
if he is right,. It can merely bo said 
that the boys are not spending their 
time praising the president. 
He may 
bo right, but in that event it must be 
posterity- that will furnish 
the plan 
dits. 


In tho meantime there is great ac­ 
tivity here. Tho (tamp is being built 
up 
for 
permanency, and in mugicul 
time. 
Bridges are being built across 
arroyos; hundreds of storm-ditches am 
intriTichments havt; been dug: the new 
men are hiking over the hills in squads 
and companies, and the drilling of rook 
ies goes on endlessly. 
Speaking of 
rookies—this word really now applies 
to the whole national guard. The old 
state militia is now no more. 
I'ructi 
cully every man has been sworn into 
the U. H. regular uimy in the depart' 
ment of reserves. Regular army officers 
are supervising the drills. Old guards 
men say that there never was so much 
snap to tho drilling as now. Every lit 
tie thing in connection with camp-lift 
has been tightened up. The national 
guardsman is slowly evolving into 
real soldier. There is nothing in this 
idea that the soldier's life is a lazy life 
—at least not during the time 
when 
100,000 men are being made into real 
soldiers. 


A BABEL OF DIALECT!-'. 
We have with us in our midst, the 
two regiments of Connecticut Infnntry, 
accompanied by two troops of cavalry. 
These boys are mostly lean and tall, 
and when they sing "Molly Dear," in 
the evening before tattoo, the sound 
floats across the camp with a suggestion 
of nasal obstruction. No one can pre­ 
vail upon them to pronounce Tuscon in 
any way excepting " T u c k s o n , " and 
they hold up ovory California soldier 
with the request for tho meaning of 
.Spanish words. The Connecticut boys 
rode across the country for twelve days 
in chair-cars, and said nothing about 
discomforts. This fact stopped the Cal­ 
ifornia regiments from talking about 
the lurid trip across the Arizona des­ 
ert. 


Then we have a Utah battery here, 
and besides the second, fifth, nod sev­ 
enth troops of California cnvnlry, also 
battery D of the sixth U. H. Held nrtil- 
4ory, and tho twelfth 
infantry 
regu­ 
lars. We hear the broken English of 
French, Italian, Gorman, Swedish, and 
even Mexican, from the lips of Uncle 
Ham's troopers. 
Tho colonel of our 
regiment is German-born, and the briil- 
adier-general is a Pole. 
And, aside 
from places of birth, there is also that 
admixture of rich and poor man, high 
ank and low rank, laborer and the son 
of a capitalist. Nowhero, excepting in 
America could this happen. I saw tho 
lieutenant-colonel talking with a pri­ 
vate recruit, the other day, and the re- 
*uit was advising tho officer to lean 
the pilos of a bridge toward tho hills, 
instoad of driving them straight. And 
josiordny, I took a look at tho bridge, 
and. tho piles wore leaning toward the 
hills. 
Roosevelt, 
with 
characteristic 
accuracy of verbal aim, said that there 
was no democracy that equalled the de­ 
mocracy of tho dog-tent. 


What is tho futuro program for these 
100,000 men now under armsf 
Inas­ 
much as they don't know at Washing­ 
ton yet, I am going to refrain 
from 
definite statement. But' it is probable 
that those 
to^^BJMULUft 
reasonably, permanent*, ftnr 
monts will replace oac'h other during 
practically ovory month in the year. 
The marriod men of the regiments will 
probably be roloasod soon. 
Drilling 
will go on interminably, until the regu­ 
lar soldier will drop his patronizing air 
and will recognize his brother in the 
eserves ns a real soh\icr. The United 
States is gradually shaking off the drug 
)f a false seeuritv.

Mexico on S u n d a y with a p a r t y 
of refugees, in charge of Dr. William 
B. 
Davis, 
American 
vice-consul at 
Guadalajara. 
Dr. Davis 
received in 
striictious from Washington to urge all 
Americans to leave Mexico. H e accord 
ingly arranged 
for a special 
train to 
take all those that would go. Quite 
number refused to leave the country. 


Bishop and Mrs. Aves are enroute 
to their summer home in Soabrook, near 
Galveston, Texas. T h e bishop went in 
to Mexico eleven years ago. I n an in 
terview he suid: 


" I 
really did n o t come out because 
of t h e conditions. I came out t o go 
to m y summer home in T e x a s and t o 
a t t e n d t h e triennial convention of t h e 
Episcopal church in St. Louis i n Octo 
ber, after which I shall r e t u r n to Quad 
a l a j a r a . "

Federal Inquiry or 
Railroad Strike? 


Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 


With these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroads 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 


Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 


the controversy is as follows: 


" O u r conferencea have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our difference* of opinion and that eventually the ' 
matter* in controversy muit be patted upon by other and disinterested agencies. 
Therefore,'we propose that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of it* 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, it in a posi­ 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necessary to meet the added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be just and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in the premises, 
that we jointly request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
promptly dispose of the quettiont involved; or . 
2. By arbitration In accordance, with the provisions of the Federal law" (Tbe Newlands Act). 


Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 


Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in N e w 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes are" now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is proposed by the railroads at the 
public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with tuch at) intimate knowledge 
of railroad conditions hat tuch an unquestioned posi­ 
tion in the public confidence. 


The rates the railroads may charge the public for 
transportation are now largely fixed by this Govern-, 
ment board. 


Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 
the public nearly one-half is paid directly to the em­ 


ployes at wages; and the money to pay increased wages 
can come from no other tource than the rates paid 
by the public. 


The Interstate Commerce Committion, with itt con­ 
trol over ratet, it in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render tuch decision at would pro­ 
tect the interests of the railroad employes, the owners) 
of the railroads, and the public. 


A Question For the Public to Decide 


The railroads feel that they have no right to grant a wage preferment of 
J0,000,000 a year to these employes, now highly paid and constituting only 
je-fifth of all the employes, without a clear mandate from a public tribunal that 
nail determine the merits of the case after a review of all the facts. 


The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be settled by an 
impartial Government inquiry or by industrial 
warfare.

Above Is Keynote of Address Before 
the West Covlna improvement Asso­ 
ciation—Preliminary Steps Taken to 
Control the Floods of the San Dimas 
and Dalton Washes. 


The regular monthly meeting of the

West Covina Improvement Association, • 
presided over by A. R. Taylor, and held j 
in the Irwindale club-house on Monday j 
evening, proved one of unusual inter­ 
est on account of the character 
and 
variety of the program. 


Kobert H. Neely, chairman 
of 
the 
flood control committee, reported tllat 
the committee, he believed, had'discov­ 
ered a feasible plan to carry the flood 
waters of the San Dimas and Dalton 
washes 
into 
the 
Walnut 
wash 
and 
thence to the San Gabriel. The diver­ 
sion will be made so, as to carry the 
water south of Baldwin Park, thus el­ 
iminating any opposition to the plan 
from this quartern He also stated that 
the county flood engineer, Mr. Reagan, 
had agreed to place a surveying crew 
immediately in the field to survey the 
route as outlined by the committee. 
s 


The poor condition of the roads in and 
around West Covina district was also 
a matter pf discussion, and a committee 
composed of Messrs. Lang, Hurst and 
Neely was appointed to secure, if pos­ 
sible, the cooperation of the county in 
grading and oiling some of the lateral 
streets.

Mr. Damerel spoke on the nocessity 
of intensive farming and the benefits 
of 
co-operative 
marketing 
organiza­ 
tions. His address had the true ring of 
a man thoroughly acquainted with his 
subject, gathered through years of ex­ 
perience 
as a practical 
farmer 
and 
packing-house man. 
He said in part: 


'' My twenty-threo years' experience 
in this valley has thoroughly convinced 
me that a good rancher is our best as­ 
set. I have seen cases where one good 
farmer in a new section, by his efforts 
lias made such a showing that the prop­ 
erty has been enhanced in value for 
miles around. On the other hand, poor 
farmers discourage new investors and 
property values are kept at a lowel 
level. 


" I f this section is going to improve, 
if we are going to be prosperous, we 
must all copy our best farmers and try 
to equal, and if possible, surpass, them. 


" A t a meeting of eastern division 
managers, Exchange directors and cit­ 
rus 
growers 
in 
Los 
Angeles, 
three 
weeks ago, Dr. Brand, chief 
of 
our 
bureau of markets of the federal gov­ 
ernment, made the statement that af­ 
ter a long investigation 
of 
different 
methods of marketing farm 
products, 
and conferring with 22,000 co-operative 
marketing organizations in this coun­ 
try, ho found that where the producer 
spent his entire time and enorgy in 
raising his crops, he should let the sidl­ 
ing end be taken care of by a compe­ 
tent marketing agency. In other words, 
when a farmer had produced a crop, he 
had 
done enough. 
Not 
having 
the 
time, experience or knowledge of mar­ 
kets to get full value for his product. 


" I believe that any grower thorough­ 
ly conversant with the workings of the 
California Fruit Growers Exchange and 
the California Walnut Growers Asso­ 
ciation can hardly help being in hearty 
-cooperation with them. 


" T h e two organizations have done, 
and are doing, a really wonderful work 
along the lines that will enable any 
citrus grower or walnut grower who 
can raise fair crops, to continue as a 
producer, and receive for his capital 
and labor more consistent year-in and 
year-out returns than any other class 
of farmer in this or any other country. 


" T h e 
present system of marketing 
citrus fruits 
and

THIRTY-FOUR MILLION DOLLARS RETURNS TO 


ORANGE GROWERS FOR CROP OF 1915-16 


Thirty-four million dollms is n con­ 
servative i-stinmto of t h e sum which 
will b e returned to California this yenr 
from the s t a t e ' s citrus shipments. Of­ 
ficials of thi* California F r u i t Growers' 
Exdhange 
state 
t h a t t h e amount re­ 
ceived by t h e California growers would 
be larger than last year when it w a s 
$32,000,000. Adding the cost of freight, 
icing, and so forth, California's citrus 
crop, delivered i n t h e market, will rep­ 
resent a sum close t o $50,000,000. 


Citrus 
shipments 
this 
season 
have 
not been quite so large as last, but t h e 
prices 
have 
been 
uniformly 
better. 
Since the season opened Inst November, 
t h e Bhipmehts u p to and including J u l y 
5 h a v e totaled 3H,3S9 carloads, of which 
31,355 were oranges a n d 5034 lemons. 
I t is estimated t h a t there are 0000 cars 
of Valencia oranges nnd «'000 cars o f 
l e m o n s still t o go. If this estimate i s 
accurate, t h e total shipments for t h e 
year will be 44,389 cnrlonds. 


L a s t 
year t h e shipments of citrus 
fruits from California totnled in round 
n u m b e r s 47,000 carloads, so t h a t 
there 
h a s been a falling off this year which 
by November 1 is expected to b e about 
2000 carloads. 
This is offset b y t h e 
b e t t e r prices received for oranges. 
GOOD P R I C E S . 


" P r i c e s 
h a v e 
been 
very 
s a t i s f a c ­ 
t o r y , " said Assistant M a n a g e r E a r l O. 
Dezell o f t h e California F r u i t G r o w e r s ' 
Exchange. The average for navels h a s 
b e e n 35 cents a b o x higher t h a n for 
either of t h e ' l a s t two years. As regards 
Valencias, t h e average figures a t about 
25 cents a b o x b e t t e r t h a n laijt 
year 
and 75 cents a box b e t t e r than t h e year 
b e f o r e . " 


T h e report in regard to lemons also 
id encouraging. Tho growers have done 
b e t t e r than last year. 
T h a t in itself 
would not be particularly cheerful news 
because last y e a r w a s not a very good 
year, b u t added t o t h e fact 
t h a t t h e 
Mediterranean 
crop in this country is 
smaller and t h e outlook for California 
sales is good, t h e lemon growers 
feel 
t h a t t h e 2000 carloads still to be sold 
should fetch high prices. 


" L e m o n s a r e better than last 
year, 
which w a s not n good o n e , " said Mr. 
Dezell. " I t is not as good a year to 
d a t e as some other years, b u t t h e vol­ 
ume is greater. T h e east is just begin­ 
n i n g to experience h o t weather, 
which 


m a k e s t h e o u t l o o k b r i g h t for t h e bal­ 
a n c e o f t h e lemon c r o p . " 


S p e a k i n g of t h e citrus c r o p general­ 
ly, Mr. Dezell snid: 
" K e c t i p t s will e x ­ 
ceed last year, when $3:1.000,000 
w e r e 
r e t u r n e d t o California. 
T h i s h n s b e e n 
a favorable year on account of t h e i n ­ 
creased b u y i n g power on t h e part o f 
the 
people, due to b e t t e r 
conditions 
throughout the country. 


" O u r 
sizes o n navels were 
particu­ 
larly large and the increased price i t ­ 
self 
does not show the reRl 
increase 
because of these large sizes, which a r e 
h a r d e r sellers. I t i s more difficult to 
sell t h e same number of boxes o f large 
Bizes than i t is of medium sizes, bo- 
cause i t means more money per dozen 
to t h e c o n s u m e r . ' '

Wheat 
in the state is selling at the same av­ 
erage price xof 97 cents, while corn is 
Belling at 0 cents over last year's price 
of 82 cents u bushel. Potatoes are much 
higher, selling at $1.09, compared with 
80 cents during 1915. Hay has jumped 
from $8.50 per ton to $11.40.
